With respect to future procedure in the release of estimates 
to USIA, the members agreed that NIEs would be released to USIA 
automatically unless a member objected at the time an NIE was 
considered by the IAC; however, it was also agreed that specific 
IAC action would be required to release SNIEs and that the Board of 
National Estimates should make its recommendation as to release 
at the time the estimate is reviewed by the IAC.
